THE ANTI-FOREIGN MOVEMENT. 
“  gexa0us RIOTS IN CHERIANO. 
(China Gazette Correspondent.) 

. = Wenchow, July 8, 

Serious riots have been taking place in 
the Ping-yang district, during the past 
fortnight. Ding-yang is a Shien city some 
120 ti from Wenchow. Tha China Inlend 
Mission has had a successful work in and 
around the city for nine or ten years. The 
country stations wore especially prosperous, 
Atone of these places called Haiao Chiang 
Tou, 40 lt from Pingyang city, a fureigu 
chapel was built in the fall of 1693. On 
Saturduy, Juos 49, a mob destroyed: the 
buildiog by fire. The same day they 
destroyed the houses of six native Ohris- 
tians, following up their work of destrace 
tion‘on the Sunday and Monday, by which 
timo ninctcen native hous:s and ono foreign 
onile chipel, situated in nine distinct 
villazes had been demolished. 

News has come of another largo nativa 
house, belonging to a Christian, being 
dostroyed, in a village somo 30 or 40 os 
from the seat of tho ubove mentioned 
outrages, so there saema a likelihood of 
thy {rwuble spreading boyoud Ping-yang 
district, 

‘Phat this -ulbreak is very serious will 
be evident from the facts which I am able 
ty place befura you. ¥ 

‘The trouble commenced on Monday, 
dune 24, by o Christian being charged 
with taking out thp eyes of a certain idol. 
Ho was molested by a crowd, aud his houye 
greatly damuged. Tho case was pub in 
the handa of the Ping-yang Shien by tho 
repre enta'ive of the O. I, Mission. The 
usual promises of attending to the matter | 
were given, but practically nothing was 
done. In the meantime, a hostile feeling 
a_aiust foreigners and*the Chriatian roli- 
giva was being engonderod in the hearts of 
the people by several ech isra, and thy in- 
action of the magistrate tended to pive 
courage to them in bringing their hostile 
intontions to a hesd. 

Saturday, June 29, saw o-Inrge. body 
of men banded tcgether, having foe their 
méito, ‘The extirpation uf forcigners aud 
the foreigner’s religion from their midat.’ 
The mob wnt along to the chapel at Hsiao 
Ohiang Tau, wreeked it, and then mado a 
big bonfire of the materids. They thon 
prageedad to the houses of known Christians 
and destroyed. six houses in like manuer.

THE BALTIC CANAL. 


DETAILS OF THE OFENING CERRMONY, 

Holtenau, June 20, 5 

With. pomp avd ceremony and with, it 
would almost seem, the great powers of the

a tug, and the British Royal yacht Osborne 
with the Duke of York ond his suite on 
board gronoded near Levensau bridge. 
This was the most serious mishap uf tha 
duy, aa all the vessels Following her had to 
anchor for along time. Hcwever, she was 
even'ually fated and proceeded on hor way 
tu. Holtenau, after having caused a bad 
breok in the procession. Both shores of the 
canal were lined with cavalry and infeotry 
throughout the yassage of the procession and 
every point of vantage along the ruate of 
the new waterway wae vecupied by the thou- 
sands of people.
